Hertas Wehave found by Our own experience, as well as the information 
WY, of ochers, Tharmany Souldiers of Our Army have preſumed to ſell and pawne 

& their Armes,vwhich with ſogreat difficulty We have provided fo: the defence of Us 
A and Our Kingdom, and which by Our Military Orders, and Law: Martiall is death, 
P' as well to the Receiver and Buyer, as to the Seller. And whereas other of Our 
£-)! Souldiers upon their March have thrown away, or through negligence have loſt 
many of their Armes, and have (old their Horſes, We doe hereby require all Per- 
$| ſons whatſoever withinthis Our County of Oxford , That they hence: forth pre- 

lurne not to buy any Armes whatſoever of any Souldiers in Our Army ; and that 
within foure daies after the publiſhiag this Our Proclamation, they bring and deliver all ſuch Armes of 
what kind {oever,cither Muskets, Pikes, Swords, great Saddles, Piſtols, Carabines, or the like, which they 
have ſo bought or received as aforeſaid,to the hands of Qur traſty and Well. beloved Winter Graunt Eſquire, 
Our Waggon-Maſter Generall, ar John Robotham's houſe in Granpoole in Our Citty of Oxford, promiſing 
them that they ſhall no waies ſuffer tor whart is paſt, ſo that they be not hereafcer guilcy of the ſame Offence. 
And We doe ftartherrequire every Souldier of Our Army, who hath ſold or pawned any of Our Armes 
-whatſcever asaforeſaid, That within foure daies after the publiſhing chis Our Proclamation, he informe 
and acquaincthe chict officer of that Regiment wherein he ſerverh, with the names of ſuch Places and 
Perſons where and ro whom he, or any other,to his knowledge, hath ſold or pawned any ſuch Armes as a+ 
forcſaid, promiſing likewiſe, Thar the ſaid Souldier or Souldiers ſhall no waies ſufter for whar is paſt, ſo 
that they be not hereafter guilty of the ſame Offence. And We farther require all Perſons whatſoever 
who have taken up, or found any Armes left or loſt by any Souldiers in Our Army, or any Souldiers of the 
Army now in Rebellion againſt Us, or have bought any Horſe, Gelding or Mare of any of Our Common- 
Souldiers, That chey hencetorward preſume not to buy any Horſe of what kind ſoever of any Common- 
{ouldier without the conſent of the Colonell or chief Officer of the Regiment of which ſuch Souldier is, 
and thatthey likewiſe within foure daies bring and deliver all ſuch Armes and Horſes to the ſaid Winter 
Grauntzor his depuries,atthe ſaid TIohn Robotham's houle in Our Citty of Oxford, who ſhall take a note of 
the names of all ſuch who ſhall obey Us in theſe Our commands, and preſent their names unto Us , that 
We may take notice of their duty and AﬀeQionto Our ſervice, And if a ſpeedy obedience be nor given 
tothele Our Commands, Weſhall give turther direction for the ſearching all Houſes where+is proba- 
ble {uſpition tofind anyſuch Armes or Horſes. And Our pleaſure is, 'That this Proclamation be read in 
every Pariſh Church throughout this County,and in the head of every Regiment in Our Army.
